Attempt to Bp 8 Mexican 
Railway Line Will Cause 
Renewal of Fight.. 


REINFORCEMENTS SENT 


Sunday’s Hostilities “Last 
Three Hours and* Both 
Sides Suffer Loss. 


By Associated Press. c 

CHIHUAHUA, Mexico, Nov.. 29,— 
Government troops have returned to 
the city from their fight with the 
revolutionists four miles West of shere 
at Fresno Sunday. Two thousand sol- 
diers as reinforcements are expected 
before the Government resumes: its 
attempt to reopen the Mexico & North- 
western Railway, which jis tied ap as 
a result of the fight. 

The insurrectos are said io have 
been reinforced by bands from Parral 
and to the number of 1000 they have 
fortified positions at various points 
and lively fighting is expected when 
the campaign starts. 

Sunday's fight was the first real 
battle of the insurrection in this vicin- 
ity. Three hundred insurgents at- 
tacked the rear guard, numbernig 150, 
of 400 Government troops, who were 
mrehing along the dine of the Mexico 
& Northwestern (Chihuahua & Pacific) 
Railroad: 
| Seven dead insurtectog were brought 
in last night ahd viewed today at 
police headquarters, The Government 
lost one killed and seven wounded. 
The fight lasted three hours, both 
sides taking shelter behind boulders 
and in ditches. 

Federal Troops Sea 

The enemy's presence was a surprise. 
The troops Jeft here Sunday morning, 
headed by Gen. Navarro, with the in- 
tention of regaining the towns. along 
the railroad line, no trains having been 
operated since iast Tuesday. Their ul- 
timate destination was Minaca, but 
four miles out- of Fresno, the insur- 
rectionists, mounted, awaited them in 
concealment behind the hills, 

They allowed the cavalry and a de- 
tachment of infantry to pass without 
disclosing their presence. Later the 
rear guard, with a number of women 
and children, made their appearancé, 
and the insurrectionists opened fire. The 
troops retreated into the valley firing 
steadily, and the insurrettos gradually 
were driven from behind stone. fences 
and corrals. 

A courier was dispatched as the battle 
opened to notify the troops in adVance 
to return and give assistance. When 
the troops arrived, the insurrectos gal- 
loped west, disappearing in the can- 
yons.. If they had any wounded they 
took them with them. None was left 
on the field. 


ST. LOUIS FIRM GETS WORD 
MEXICAN UPRISING IS: FARCE 


Correspondents Advise L. M. 
Rumsey Co. to Continue 


Shipments as Usual. 


The geriousness of the Mexican revo- 
lution has been exaggefated, according 
to correspondents of the L. M. Rumsey : 
Manufacturing Co. In.reply to inquiries 
from J. P. Hartness, secretary of the 
conoern, as to whether it would be wise 
to continue shipping goods into Mexico, 
the Mexico City branch of tle concern 
and another firm have replied that the 
revolution is a farce and that business 
has suffered little from it. 

“I can assure you thgt what happered 
in Mexico is not even a shadow of what 
happens when you have a big strike in 
Fhiladeiphia, .St. Louis, Chicago, New 
York or Boston,” writes Juan F. Brit- 
tingham from Gomez.Palacio. He ex- 
plains the disturbances as due to the 
resentment of politicians defeated in the 
last election. 

' “The Latin blood is a little hotter than 
the Anglo-Saxon, and, therefore, it 
caused a little more sensation than be- 
fore-and-after election affairs do in the 
United States,” the writer says.

A NIGHT OF RANTING

Star Amazingly Sets Acting 
Pitch in a Key of Futile 
Clamor and “I umult. 


. By RIPLEY D,. SAUNDERS. 
OR some strange and lamentable 
fF reason, Robert Mantell, beginning 
his Shubert engagement before a 
large and cultured audience Jast night, 
saw fit so noisily to overplay ‘“Mac- 
beth” that much of the rugged’ beauty 
of this great tragedy was destroyed in 
the unnecessary clamor and tumult with 
which its presentation was unhappily 
accompanied. 

The pity of such a performance is 
gteat indeed, because Mr. Mantell, some 
three years ago, in the very dawnirig of 
his just fame as a Shakspearean actor, 
revealed himself as a Macbeth of truly 
great quality. At that time, under some 
restraining influence jwhich seemed to 
be lacking last night, he played this 
splendid character in a manner to de- 
light the souls of appreciative students 
of the Shakspearean drama.™ 

This was due to the fact that Mr. 
Mantell then seemed to possess a, right- 
ful realization of the oeculiar demand 
placed upon a player of this emotionally 
conflicting role, the demand for an in- 
terpretation which, while~ properly em- 
phasizing the rude savagery of the fight- 
ing Scot in his battle mood, yet is so 
tempered to that other phase of Mac- 


beth’s being, the impulse toward Life’s [' 


gentler and better things, as to bring 
out, as Shakspeare himself intended, the 
full: horror of the remorse under whose 
accusing burden the hapless Thane of 
Cawdor goes down to his death in the 
shame and futile impotence born. of his 
dreadful sins. It is precisely here that 
the tremendous dramatic~ appeal of 
“Macbeth” is fotnd, and it is precisely 
here that Mr. Mantell failed in last 
night’s presentation. 

-Misled, one cannot but believe, either 
by a temperamental tendency toward 
rant, or by a momentary lapse of con- 
genial feeling that almost incredibly 
blinded him to the true aspect of the 
impressive part then subject to his il- 
luminative treatment, Mr. Mantell last 
night made of his Macbeth a “‘scenery- 
chewing” blusterer whose overstrained 
figure gradually assumed the proportfons 
well-nigh ‘of premeditated burlesque, It 
was a blunder—or a crimte—in art, so 
coarse, so brutal in its utter elimina- 
tion of Shakspearean intent, seeming, 
too, so amazingly devoid of compunc- 
tion, that one could with difficulty be- 
lieve it a deed of Mantell’s doing, re- 
membering this same Mantell’s Macbeth 
and Lear and Brutus and Shylock and 
Richard and Iago of but a few brief 
seasons ago. A blatant, swaggering, 
mouthing Macbeth suddenly ‘took the 
place of the Mantell Macbeth that had 
ence so genuinely moved one’s soul to 
pity and to awe under its teaching .of 
blighted and blasted manly virtues—a 
tragedy, in very soeth, but O, a trage- 
dy so vastly different from that of 
buakspeare’s meaning! 

An incidental sacrifice born of this 
strange divergence of Mr. Mantell from 
the standards which he has so finely 
maintained.in recent years was that of 
the exquisite beauty of many of Shak- 
speare’s lines and ofthat noble quality in 
the Mantell voice which has hitherto 
made his reading of Shakspeare so keen 
a joy. to all lovers of dramatic poesy. 

There is not on the English-speaking 
stage today a vocal organ so splendid 
in its emotional range as is Mantell's, 
so capable alike of the overwhelihing 
utterance of the stormiest feeling and 
of the tenderest expression of gentler 
emotion. It is God’s great gift to this 
man, a gift of inestimable value, and 
there have been times when I have seen 
an audience sit spellbound under its 
best exercise, moved by human speech, 
as phrased by the world’s greatest poet, 
to the profoundest depths ef human na- 
ture. 

Only once last night, however, and 
then but for an instant, was there a 
competent revelation of this beautif 
voice and of the Mantell ability for 
the highest interpretation of Shakspear- 
ean thought, this moment being en? 


countered in the truly exquisite read» 


ing of the few poignant 
which, in the crash of his kingly for- 
tunes, Macbeth’ receives the news of 
his wife’s untimely death. Here, even 
if only in one brief flash of appreciative 
comprehension, Mantell was himself 
again—and against a long and weary 
evening of the most relehtless exaggera- 
tion, of the tearing of passion to tat- 
ters with such vehemence that the 
spoken. words of the frantic achieve- 
ment were at mahy times utterly un- 
intelligible, this one spot of beauty 
shines out, as Gentle Will himself says 
in a greater connection, “how like a 
good deed iri a naughty world!” 

Mr. Mantell’s pitching of his Macbeth 
in an overstrained key may be the expla- 
aation of the general ultra-emphasis 
found in the work, of the supporting 
company as a whole, There ‘were mo-

“One day at church. one of thé 
trustees of the Baptist Orphan Asylum 
who had the pew just back of ours said 
‘why don’t you try one from our own 
home?’

COLUMBIA, Mo., Nov. 29.—The Wash- 
ington University football team of St. 
Louis may be dropped from the sched- 
ule of the Missouri Tigers as the result 
of the charge that Coach Cayou of the 
Mound City team allowed a Kansas 
University player on the side lines in 
the Missouri-Washington game here 
Nov. 12. 

It is claimed that Cayou selected‘ 
Halfback Davis df the sayhawkers as 
hig sideline*man. Davis did not wear 
a Washington uniform, but was in a 
position to hear the Missouri instruc- 
tions and signals. 

Missouri University authorities plan 
to take up the matter at the next meet- 
ing of the Missouri Valley Conference 
members. The Missouri University 
alumni in Kansas City has also appoint- 
ed-a committee to investigate the 
charge that Lieut. Thompson, who ref- 
ereed the Missouri-Kansas game, fa- 
vyored the Jayhawkers. 


CAYOU CLAIMS HE DIDN'T 
KNOW DAVIS AS: JAYHAWKER 


Coach Cayou of Washington Univer- 
sity football eleven admitted that Davis 
served as his sideline man in the game 
with the Missouri Tigerg in Columbia, 
but denied that he knew he was« mem- 
ber of the Kansas eleven. 

“T didn’t see Davis until he . was 
brought onto the field -by Walter- 
Krause, a former Washington  Paey 
said Cayou to the Post-Dispatch es- 
day. “Krause introduce§ Davis to me 
and told mé@ that he would be a good 
man to serve as our sideline representa- 
tive. He handled one of .the 10-yard 
sticks in the game. eg 

“TJ did not know he was a Kansas 
man or certainly would not have agreed 
to appoint him without consent of 
the Missouri! people. I am sure I saw 
this same man on our field the day we 
played Iowa, consequently believed him 
to be an Iowa man: I didn’t know that 
Davis was*a Kansag player until the 
Post-Dispatch told me.”’
